!>• Sourod A-IV stated that he had previously vorhed vith the above 
centioned perdo&alities for 2 to 3 years, and that they all prov«d to bo 
reliable and productive sources. He stated that they are idealists, who 
have never ceased to work whenever possible, against the current Conrainist 
re^oe in Yugoslavia. Ihey will -begin working lomediately, whenever instructed 
by Source A-IV. 


c. Source A-IV further stated that he had contacted a personal friend 
in Gras 32TO;31, Austria, who is the leader of a Yugoslav iamigrant group in 
iuatrla and \7est Germany, and who controls an intelligence network within the 
organisation dedicated to collecting information on Yugoslav intelligence agents 
operating in Austria and T7ost Ceamany. Source A-I7 informed hla friend that 
the possibility existed for the organization's intelligence network, directed 
by him, to becc^i^e employed by a t'estom intelligence agency, and requested 
permission to submit his name and the names of his intelligence opera/tives, 
to the \°estern intelligence agency concerned. Sourse A-IV stated thav his 
friend refused this request on the grounds that his intelligence activities 
in Austria are strictly illegal according to Austrian laws, and that if he 
and hla associates became known to the /oistrian authorities, they would be 
in danger of forced ropetriatibn to Yugoslavia. Source .f-'iv stated, however, 
that his frlond offered to prepare a brle;^ outlining the current situation of 
Yugoslav intelligence agents in Austria and "Ust Germany, their modus operand!, 
training schools etc, and submit it to Source A-IV. In thr event that S'^urce 
A-IV, or his employers, consider the information worthwhile end interested 
in utilizing his intelligence network, he would agree to meet a representative 
of the employers of Soiirce A-IV, on neutral territory. Source A-IV agreed to 
accept any brief which his friend night prepare and forward it to Agency A-IV. 
Source A-IV stated that in all probability, some of the above mentioned members 
of his former network have contacts within the organization mentioned by his 
friend in 'Graz, and that by utilizing these members* he may be able to obtain 
information collected by this organization. Source A-IV iA>intod out that his 
friend in Graz stated thet many members of his organization are residing in 
Test Germany. Source A-IV believes that if this organization is eventually 
Identified and employed by" Agency A-IV, its operatives in V/eot Germe^ayA can be- 
handled directly by representatives of Agency A-IV, 


d. ’ Source A-IV proposed that he notify as soon as possible thq. aforsi- 
ment^oned members of Ms former network to begin working as instructed by him, 
end that in the meantime he would forward the brief being prepared by his 
friend in Graz, as soon as It is completed.

ACEIIT' S nOTESj Attention is invited to the fact that previously, at the re- 
quest of this Agent, Source A-IV introduced this Agent to 5hoedor Hartl, who 
previously controlled a Bulgarian network in Austria, for Source A-IV. nartl 
• was then propositioned to reactivate the Bulgarian intelligence network in 
Austria, hut due to the^'fact that he obtained other emplo^ent in ^nioh, he 
refused this proposition. Source A-IT then agreed to peraoiuilly reactivate 
this network, and to submit to Agency A-IV all reports which he received. , At 
the same time, again at the request of this Agont, Source A-IV agreed to attempt 
to activate a Yugoslav Intelligence network which he formerly operated, and to 
contact the leader of a similar lUgoslav ^intelligence network, currently -func- 
tioning in Austria and V^est Germany. Since Source A-IY was employed at '^Is 
time by Agency B-IV, in Berchtesgaden, Germany, he did not propose to become 
a full time employee for Agency A-IV, and requested only that he be paid a 
nominal amount to cover his personal expenses involved. Rowover, since then 
Source A-IV has received notice, of dismissal from his employment in Berchtes- 
gaden, the reason being that his wife is corresponding with her mother, 'who' 
lives in the CSR. Agency B-lV offered to find Source A-IV employment with 
the US Labor Office in Berchtesgaden, or with the US llilltary Police Letechcent 
I stationed there. However, Source A-TV refused to accept either of these posi- 
tions ^ he cause' of the difficult transportation problems between Salzburg and .

He stated that^ in the event he should be contacted 
in that maj^er, he would report such a contact immediately to his superiors,, 
and that neither he nor his wife would ever consider dealing with an Easte^rn 
government in such a matter. He further stated that he has applied for West 
German oitlzenship and that he would never do anything to jeopardize his 
chances of being granted this citizenship.

On 6 September 1956, Source A-17 submitted the lowing brief 
concerning the Yugoslavian Intelligence Service, which was compiled by 
an unidentified associate of Source A-IV from Graz (520V7H31), Austria, 
who stated to Source A-I7 that the information contained therein was made 
known to him throng channels direct from Belgrade (nca), Yugoslavia: 

The former DD3A (Uprava Drzavne Becbednosti - State ‘^Security ^ 
Service) haa been officially dissolved and replaced by the DSZUP (Drzavnl'^ 
Sekretariat za Unutrasnje Posleve - State Secretariate for Internal 
^fairs). In fact, nothing has changed encept that the ^Smif ormed UDBi 
agencies exchanged their uniforms for civilian clothes. « 

« " One of the most important departments of the DSZUP, and almost 

an" organization in itself, is 1)epartment XII,. under the designation KDS 
(KontrarObaveatajna Sluzba - Counterintelligence Service). However, the 
activities of the KOS are no.t restricted to counterespionage ((x>unter- 
intelligence) only- 

< The missions of the I^ZUP and t^e XOS are the same. The KOS, 

however, is exclusively responsible for ''operations in the mlitary ser- 
vices and within the Yugoslav. People’s Amy; eacli i^t of the Yugoslav 
Arsy and each unit of the militia ho$^ detachments of the KOS. The 
DSZUP has agents i:^ Yugoslavia as well as abroad and is responsible for 
industrial espionage, whereas the XDS restricts its activities to purely • 
military i^ecoxmaissance and military counterintelligence. ^

The hipest functionaries of the EOS end the DSZUP get 
special training at the Federal Central School of the State Secretaariate 
of the Interior (Savezna Contralna Skola Drzavneg Sckretarljata za 
Unutrasn;]e Poslove) in Belgrade* This training takes approximately four 
years, and it is available only to a email circle of top functionaries. . 

I Loss important personnel attend the so-called Republic Schoole, or 

courses in the capitals of the individual republics vithln Yugoslavia, 

Tihere personnel are trained for the activities trithin the EOS and the 
DSZUP (also still called ITDBA today). The above mentioned Federal Central 
School of the State Secretariate of the Interior is located in Belgrade, 
Zvijezda, am Berg Topcidersko Brdo, in the former building of the Hinistxy 
of the Interior. Some district schools of the IK)5 or UDBA formerly 
existed, hut they vere discontinued tvo years ego. An agent's tradlning 
at the Republic Schools takes trro years at the irost, but ehort training 
courses of six months dur'^tlon, and even some of three months duration, 

‘ arc i^vlso held. All mcGbers of the UDBA (presently the DSZUP). and ihe KD3 
are cbllgated to attend further training courses, and also to learn at 
leasV one foreign language in addition to theoretical training. Due to 
the evident shortage of qualified agents, recruiting griiduates of the laxr 
schools T7Q8 recently begun; they were promised better remuneration than 
they could ever achieve as lawyers if they subjected themselves to training 
atu._the Republic Schools, in on effort to fill the shortage of tr^ned 
? agents. In addition to these UDBA schools, there are also -special Militia 
Schools, Euaong then the school in Zagreb (nca), Yugoslavia, at Hihovil 
PaVleic Miskina Strasse 125, ^here future members of the militia for .the 
city of Zagreb and vicinity are being trains!. A similar school exists 
in Ljubljana^ Nova Ves and Mostax, Yugosla^ii.

Agent's School in Koinenica (nca), Yugoslavia: 

Training at this school is divided into two branches: 

(1) ■ Course for the Interior: This coxiroe lasts for six months- 

All the students are young people not exceeding 25 years of age, who served 
their active duty and distingulscd themselves by special reliability and 
Intelligence in their basic units as cooperators or eigen ts (sources} of the 
KOS. Each KCS district sends its individual suggestion scp^ately to the 
competent Belgrade Center, and the Center then decides on the transfer of., 
each individual soldier to the school in Kasenica; it is only after receipt 
of a positive decision that the individuals concerned are sent to the school 
in KEuaenlca. During the duration Of the course the students are not per- 
mitted to leave the school or to receive mail. The course consists of the 
folloring suboectsc 

(a) Leslslatioa. 

(b) BeteotiTe »ork. ■ ■ AutboryytZ^^L^/? 

(0) Consplrationsl surveillance. Patel ^ ./ L 60 

(d) Operation of several types of radios and receivers* 

X®) Driver's test on Etll types of vehicles. 

The students, upon completion of the above course, are discharged with the 
rank of an officer and return to their basic units. 

(2) Diplomat Course:'- This course lasts one -to two years, 

depending on the type of service the student is in and cn the tasks, he will 
be assigned upon graduation from the school. Course participants primarily 
consist of Army officers who are considered politically reliable and who 
have a degree of intelligence xihich predestines them for the accomplishment 
of difficult tasks. Main emphasis, is placed here on the acti\itles in a 
foreign country, and on learning the fpreign languages of the country of 
reconnaissance. ^ 

Department III of the Navy: 

This department is organized according to the same system as 
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that of the Army. Each larger command hae a Department Xll (KOS) of Ita 
own. Department XII of the Navy is located in Split (nca), Yugoslavia, 
at the Ravel Headquarters. The Navy patrols are worHng together with 
the Security Service (DSZUP). These boat units, which consist of powerful 
motor boats of the Coast Guard Service, are under the command of Rear 
Admiral L;)uba Truta, Inspector at Naval Headquarters, Split. It is the 
task of these boat units to arrsst refugees who want to escape across the 
sea, end to arrest ejients who want to enter Yugoslavia from the sea; the 
Navy then transfers the prisoners to agencies of the DSZUP. The central 
radio stations, who guide the activities of the Coast Patrols, are located 
in Rijeka (Flume), Split (Spolato) and Dubrovnik (Ragusa), Yugoslavia. 

Activities of the EOS in the Field; In the field there is no sub- 
stantial difference between the operating methods of the KOS and those of 
the D6ZUP (UDBA). Primarily, the KC^ and the DS2UP have three types of 
coopera tors; agents, residents, and informants; 

(1) Informants: Those Eire utilised only from case to case 

for the procurement of information, and they receive irregular payments. 
They exe reliable individuals, and are utilized both in Yugoslavia and 
abroad. 


(2) Agents: In many cases, agents are recruited from those 

persons who are hostile towards the regime and who can bo sentenced to 
terms of imprisonment of up to five years in the event of any delinquencies.' 
These persons arc. promised that they will not be punished when they accept 
a conorete task or mission for the EOS or the DSZUP and complete It satis- 
factorily. These agents sro primarily entered into circles of the opposl- 
' tion, and. It is attributable to their activities that many cuiti-Comnmnist 
resistance groups have been betrayed. These eigents are paid upon completion 
of their assignment. Nhen cannot show any larger success in the be- 
ginifing, they get a lump sum payment. 

(5) Residents: These persons are selected from the most 

reliable party members. As a rule, they do not receive a definite assign- 
ment, and it is their task to cultivate informants of their oto who provide 
them with information from all possible fields; the residents* then forward 
their reports tc the KDS or the DSZUP- Reports are submitted every fourteen 
days, more often if necessary. All the residents have civilian occupations, 
and are therefore protected from discovery. In many cases, the informants 
do not know exactly who they are working for, the KOS or the DSZUP. 
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Prior to the recruitment of agente^r'-c, reeidente, all clrcumataaces sur- 
rounding the person to he recrultvi . re investigated^in detail. There 
are certain basic rules here, shick, 'however, do not always have to be 
followed.

(3) He must enjoy a good reputation among the population,

Selected as agents are only those persons rtio have not comnittod crimes 
which :WOuld involve prison terms of more than five years duration. I£ore- 
over, they must be capable of adjusting themselves to the environments of 
their assigned activities and have all tl e.profeacional prerequisites of 
an agent. 


The treatment of agents who are to be assigned abroad is sotnewhat 
different. The most diverse methods ore used here to recruit agents: one 

is the very good payj another, that the agents are permitted to engage in 
black market transactions and get assistance in the transfer of merchandise 
to Yugoslavia. The expenses incurred are covered by these transactions 
and, besides, black market, tray i is a first class camouflage. It is a 
well known fact that such "bu5^ bssmen", in particTilar, succeeded in pene- 
trating business circles in V.'^cem foreign countries and in cultivating 
Intimate friendships in emigran.ti\clrcles, due to the fact that these emi- 
grants also were f^breed to, in many cases, engage in black market trade ■ 
in order to secure a living. The agents who were sent to the Eastern 
countries from Yugoslavia at the time of the conflict with the Cominform 
countries, were mostly recruited in the circles of political emigrants 
from those Eastern countries. The first missions assigned to these poli- 
tical emigrants consisted of transferring letters to certain agents and 
returning the replies across the border to Yugoslavia. At a later time, 
these persons were trained and assigned larger tasks which they had to. 
complete in the Eastern countries which were hostile at that time. 


The following is an example of instructions to agents^ who were 
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aent to Western, forei^ countries (West Gerosany and Austria) to gather 
information among the emigrants t 


(l) After the agent has crossed the border, he first must 
familiarize himself thoroughly with the place of his nevr activities, and 
esqplore all important agencies, buildings, etc. 


(2) Then the agent oust visit the refugee ccmpa located in 
the city and atteoQpt to discover vhich new refugees are located in these 
camps. ^ 

(^) The agent finally has to attempt to get into personal 
contact with the new emigrants, and determine the following information: 
Namd,. date and place of birth, addresses of friends and relatives of the 
refugee in his hone country, the organizetions to which the refugee be- 
lon^d at home, and further Iziformation as to whether the refugee worked 
for the 3)5ZnP at home, which persons are known to the refugee as agents of 
the DSZUP, why the refugee escaped, aixd to which country the refugee plans 
to emigrate. 


The agent has to deny strictly any knowledge of the D5ZUP or the KDS. He 
has to attempt to meet old and unintelligent emigrants, and also has to 
get in contact with women who have no financial means of support, such as 
female students.

^en an agent was taken across the border illegally, he had to 
attempt to find a Aob and to obtain documents of Iho visited country. 
Contact with the competent Yugoslav Consulate, which directs the aotivltiee 
and to which ^the agent must submit his reports, must only be made throu^ 
a go-between. These go-betweens must be citizens of the visited country; 
as a rule, these 'go-betweens are students. In general, no deadlines are 
given for pompletion of missions. Deadlines are issued only, in those 
cases where the kidrapplng or liquids tic-’ of a person is involved. 


In cashes of kidnapping or liquidation, the agent Is not involved 
directly; he is merely responsible for copqpletion of the preparatory work, c- 
He must pxepdre the exact plans, and, if necessary, he obtains a photograph 
of the person to be kidnapped or liquidated. , Cases - of; ki dropping or ^ 
cido must in any event have the personal approval. of the Minister of the 
■ Interior, Rankc^ic'; since these tasks may only be completed by speci^ly 
trained and organized persons. These specialists permanently live in Bel- 
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grade. They are physically trained young nen, aoct of whom do not exceed 
the age of 30 years. They are taken to the scene of the act at the very 
last zEomjent. If the person concerned is to be liquidated! they have orders 
to take away the documents and^ if possible, the private correspondence of 
the victim; fimd, also if possible, to take! the vie tlm* s fingerprints and .. .y: 
photograph. During the past few years, such murders have been committed 
both in Yugoslavia and abroad. Ihose committing the crime were paid very 
well. 

The special groiq> described above has a permanent personnel 
strength of about ..30. It io directly responsible to the minister of the 
Interior, Bankpvic, ^and operates quite independently of other gzpups. In 
addition to committing kidnappings and liquidations for political reasons. 

It is also the task of members of this group to accompany Yugoslav Ministers 
and officers with the rack: of General bo^th in Yugoslavia .and abroad. As a 
3 [^e, one of the automobiles of the convoy in which the ISirtlster or State 
functionary rides is occupied by manbers of this special group. Usually, 
four completely identical auj^o mobiles are chosen for this convoy, so that' 
possible anti«Communlst assassins will never know which iicor is occupied by 
the Minister or Stete functionary.
